o a certain extent all winter. Tho ascend- 
ng bubblos arc caught and Imprisoned In 
lie ice, their foulness remaining with them 
until set froe in the pitchorof water duriiif 
ho following summer. Well-authenticated 
cases of sickness have been caused by ice- 
water, the Ico having been taken from 
ponds where incoming water flowed over 
jods ot decaying sawdust. That tho drain, 
age from bani-yarcU is likely to prove 
harmful is self-apparent, and it is hardly 
necessary to state that it should be kept 
out of the ics-pond; yet there are many 
barns locatod directly on the bank, near 
the very edge. Because in times past tho 
gauntlet has been successsully run id a 
poor excuse for still inviting the danger. 
The washing from a pigsty is undoubtedly 
the worst of the kind, and it should never 
be so situated that any part of its filth can 
by auy possible path find its way into « 
body of water used for drinking purposes 
during either tho summer or winter. The 
habit of placing vaults on tho bunks of a 
sumll stream can not bo too strongly con- 
demned,and alt hough they may be bolow tl»e 
spot from which wator or Ico is taken,and so 
save the owner, they menace his neighbor 
who may be many miles down stream. U 
quite near the pond the land upon wliicb 
they aro built should bo examined, less the 
contents find entrance through the soil. 
The germs of di~oase are liable to be trans- 
mitted from them. It is always a safe rule 
to discard ice from water that cattle refuso 
to drink. But this test is by no means guf- 
ficiont, as the clearest and most sparkling 
water may have an enemy to health lurk- 
ing within it. What is bo'tor is a critical 
examination ot all possible sources of con- 
tamination and the effectual barring out of 
those likely to prove objectionable. 
This 


search should not only cover the immedi- 
ate vicinity of the pond, but extend for 
some distance up each stream emptying 
into it.

nod Dying Alone In th« WUderneii.

Twenty-Bve years Is a long time for a 


man to live the' Hfo of a recluse, and yet 
this waa the fate of one who died the other 
day, who fled to the wilderness of North- 
ern Maine, and lived that period of time 
as a hermit. His name was William Cun- 
ningham, a native of Washington, in Kuox 
County. In his youth he was eccentric, 
and that trait of character followed him 
through life. When he grew up to man- 
hood, like other humans, ha fell in love, 
and his love was reciprocated by as pretty 
a girl as was to be found in the town, and 
one of as good parentage.

thoir plumago. The subject of color be- 
ing so easily settled according to the taste 
of tho breeder, ho should bo careful to 
maintain size, and increasu tho samo If 
possible by choosing the largest for breed- 
ing purpose*, only using males of large 
frame, not nonrl y related to tho females.

"There It only ona man In this world 


wbo«« death could make me happy," said 
Mr. Henry Vahlgren in his office on Madi- 
son street yesterday. 


"And who is that? Some rich uncle, per- 


haps." 


"Ho, sir; he is a mermerist, and my bete 


nolr." 


"What has he done to you, Mr. Vahl- 


gren?" 


"It isn't what he has done, but what he 


^- can do, that troubles me." 
.•***.- 
\ "Well, then, what can he do?" 
**^ 


\ "He can make mo do anything he wishes 
me to. He has me under the most absolute 
control." 


"How?" 
"Two or three years ago he went through 


the country giving entertainments. I had 
read somewhat on the subject of magnetic 
biology, and was so much interested that I 
had resolved to tost it some tirno; so when 
this Professor come alone I called on him 
at his hotel and induced him to grant a 
private soance to mysolf and a few friends 
in the afternoon. To avoid all possibility of 
any mechanical arrangement by which he 
might dupe us, we took him to a private 
room that he had never been in.

Out of perhaps twenty of us ho obtained 
four subjects—three ladies und myself. 


"This gentleman is my best subject,' 


said he, coming to mo. ' Now, sir, will 
you please tell these people just how you 
feel?" ' 


"I knew exactly what I was about. 
I 


told them precisely how 1 felt; sftid 1 
seemed to be two persons in one; that I 
knew everything that was going on; that I 
was there to test the professor's power; 
that I was thoroughly convinced ho had a 
singular power over me, but thut I was 
quite sure I could do as I pleased in spite 
of him. 
" 'Of course you can do as you please,' 


said the professor, 'but tho trouble is I can 
make you please to do what I wish.' 


"I stood and argued that point with him 


very intelligently, and held that I was not 
utterly in his power, though I admitted a 
strange feeling ot dependence on him. 


'"Well,'said he, 'we shall see liow much 


power I have over you. 
What is your 


name?' 


"'Henry Vahlgren,' I said. 
" 'Do you ever forget your name?' 
"'No, sir,'I replied.

it. It seemed to bo right on tlie u:id of my 
tongue, just as a word often is, but I 


- 
couldn't spuak it. I knew I ought to know, 
and yet I had a kind of feeling that I didu't 
want to know. J seemed to have two 
miuds—one that was lovt*l and wholly my 
own, and another that was upset and bo- 
longed not to me. 
Aud I fult then thut 


the professor could make one strong und 
tlio other weak at his pleasure. 


•"Do you ever stutter!" ho askod. 
"'So, sir;' said I, beginning to brace 


myself against stuttering. 


"'Bat you stutter sometimes, do you 


not?' said he. 


'"N-n-no, s-s-s—no-s 
.' That was as 


far a-* I could go. I wished to stutter, yet 
I laughed at my ownsillinoss. 


"'Mr. Vahlgi-cn Is ono of the best sub- 


jects I ever had,' said tho professor to the 
company, ' but you must not think that in- 
dicates a wo:«; mind on his part. Prof. 
Agassis was the bost subject I ever had, 
and Mr. Huxley is a very good one. You 


. would not call thorn wouk-minded men. I 


will now show you,' he continued, 'an in- 
teresting phase (4 biology—the even bal- 
mncing of Mr. Vahlgren's dual mind, for 
really he has two minds now—his own und 
mine.' 
" Holding out bis palm he asked if I saw 


anything in it. I did not. 


"•Do you not see a strawberry?' he 
'l 
asked. 
" I di 1 see a strawberry then, yet I knew 


• there was none thi»re. 


- 
"'Do you think there is a strawberry on 
\ 
my hand?" he asked. 


"'No, sir,' said I, 'I know there is none 


there.' 


"'Yet you see it?' 
•*' Yes, sir, I soe it, but I know it is not 


ttere.' 
•"You don't believe your eyes then?' 
"I admitted thut I knew my eyes were 


at fault. 


•"'' Well, let's try your scent,' said the 


professor. ' Smell of the berry.' 
" ' But there is no .berry to smell of,' I 


protested. 
• 
• 
" • You see It, do you not?' 
" 'Yes, but 1 know there Is none there.1 


" 'Than imell of the one yon see,' said 


he." I placed my now pear his hand, and 
could smell a strawberry as certainly as I 
ever smelted one. Yet I was sure there 
was none there. 
" ' Now for the sense of touch,1 said the 


professor. ' Take the berry in your hand.' 
" I held my hand for it, feeling very silly, 


for, while I could see it roll off into my 
palm, I was dead sure there was no berry 
there. 
" ' Can you feel It?' 
" ' Very plainly,' I answered. 
"'And see it?' 
" ' Yes, sir.' 
" • And smell itf 
" 'Distinctly.' 
"'Yet you say there ts no berry there t' 
"'I do; I know there is none.' 
" ' Well, now taste it,' said he. 
"I'took hold of the imaginary stem, 


raised the berry to my mouth, bit it in 
two, and swallowed tho half, tasting it as 
surely as I ever tasted any strawberry. 
And still I knew I had not seen a straw* 
berry for four or five months, for this was 
in dead winter. 


"The professor then reversed the test. 


Asking tho company for something edible, 
one of tlie gentlemen oftorod him some 
quinine, which tho professor said was a 
very good thing to test with since he pur- 
posed to make mo eat some without seeing, 
feeling, smelling, or tasting it. I told him 
I thought I should surely taste the bittor 
quinine; but when he placed a quantity of

He laid a newspaper over my clothing 


and stepped confidently on my stomach, 
and although I knew he was there I 
couldn't feel^. a particle of weight on me. 
Presently he stepped oft aud went and 
looked out at the window. As soon as bo 
turned from me I fult the oppression of a 
weight that I could not sustain fora mo- 
ment, and 1 foil to the floor instantly. Tho 
professor gave me tho pleasing informa- 
tion that after he had once subdued u man 
as ho had me he could always exercise tho 
same control over him instuntly and at a 
great distance, and us 1 was leaving the 
room an hour later he proved it by stop- 
ping mo on tho stairway and making me 
come back to the top landing, feeling as if 
he had thrown a rojm over my head and 
was dragging me back by the neck. 1 have 
met him several times since, and ho recog- 
nizes me and stops and shakes hands with 
me, always assuring mo timt he will nover 
tukc tho slightest advantage of his power 
over me; will never exert it except when I 
wish him to. I think lie is an honorable 
gentleman, but I wish be had never been 
horn, or that I had never learned so much 
about biology."

Fatal Termination of nil Afirtiy Hetwoon 


Two l.lttle Uoj-s Near Pittsburgh.

Frank R«od, aged twelve years, died last 


night at his father's house, in Chartiurs 
Township, from the effects of a stab re- 
ceived two we'jks ago in a quarrel "with 
Frank Wilbert, aged ton years. A party 
of boys started a small lire on a hillside, 
where they wore warming themselves and 
were having a good time, when Rood and 
Wilbert began to quarrol. They both drew 
knives and began to cut and slash at each 
other. In a second Hood gave a cry end 
foil. He was stabbed in tho side, and tho 
knife blade penetrated the luii^. It was 
not supposed at the time that the boy 
would die, although it was known that ho 
was bftdly hurt. He was placed in charge 
of Dr. Siincox, nnd La* been apparently 
steadily improving until yoUorJuy even- 
ing. 
Ho was up and walking about tho 


liouse during the day, and was bright and 
cheerful. 


Between nine and ten o'clock he went to 


bed. Ho had only been in bed a few min- 
utes when his mother heard a gurgling 
noise, and, hastening to tho bed, found 
Frank dying. He lived but a short time. 
The Coroner was notified to-day, arjdheld 
a partial inquest. The testimony all went 
to show that tho fatal wound was inflicted 
during the quarrel. The child-murderer 
was present, and was nearly frantic with 
grief and fear. Ho has not yet been taken 
in custody, but under the circumstances it 
is thought nothing can be done but to in- 
dict hiui for murder.
